Fire Chief-City Council 
Fail to Agree on Terms 


VOTH 10 REMAIN: 


WITH CITY UNTIL 
MIDDLE OF JULY 


Fire Chief J. W. Voth this 
morning rejected the new offer 
presented him by Upland city 
council through City Manager R. 
G. Manley, but agreed to continue 
with the city fire department un- 
tir July 15, by which time a new 
fire chief must be engaged to take 
his place. 

The council favored raising 
Chief Voth’s salary to $175.00 a 
month. In addition, the city would 
supply him with an automobile, 
if he were willing to remain as 
fire chief and work in cooperation 
with the plans of the council and 
city manager. 

At an informal meeting last 
night Upland city council consid- 
ered the request of Fire Chief 
Voth, who had expressed by let- 
ter to the council that he would 
remain as chief only upon the con- 
dition that his salary be increas- 
ed to $185:00 a month, plus $25.00 
for automobile expense. In addi- 
tion, he asked that three full-time 

firemen be hired and that the fire 
and police departments be divore- 
ed. 

The council expressed the u- 
nanimous opinion that it would be 
undesirable to divorce the two de- 
partments, for it would entail the 
hiring of three to four more men, 
making a total number of 12° to 
13 employes in the two depart- 
ments as compared to nine at 
present. 

Under the arrangement propos- 
ed by the council, the fire chief 
would not be under the control of 
the chief of police, as in the past, 
but each would be independent of 
the other. Both, however, would 
be under the city manager. 

Present at the meeting last 
night was Glenn Atwood, repre- 
senting the volunteer firemen. He 
presented some specific objections 
that the volunteers had raised to 
the combination arrangement. 
These objections were fully con- 
sidered by the council and it was 
explained that under the proposed 
arrangement all these matters | 
would be obviated.

$112,250 for the coming 1942-43 





‘| school year were set up in the tem- 


tative fiscal budget approved by 
Upland board of education at its 
meeting Friday night. 

Although appearing on the sur 
face to be an increase of $28,- 
000 over the 1941-42 budget «fi 
$83,280, the current budget is ae- 
tually only $3,970 greater than last. 
year. This is due to the fact that 
the new budget contains the item 
of $25,000 for capita! outlay, which 
is the tentative figure set on the 
fire loss at the junior high schook 
Although this amount is entirely 
covered by insurance and therefore 
is not charged against the tax rate 
it has to be included in the budget 
as a matter of bookkeeping. 


SALARIES, INSURANCE UP 

As a result, the actual budget 
for maintaining Upland schools 
through 1942-43 is $87,250. The 
increase of $3,970 over last year ie 
accounted for by increases im 
salaries to certified and non-certi- 
fied school employes and by sub- 
seription for 100 per cent war risk 
insurance coverage for all Upland 
school facilities. 

Marion Grothe and Fred E. Dra- 
per appeared before the board and 
explained the value and expediency 
of taking out the war risk insur 
ance. Such insurance voted by the 
| board amounts to approximately 
$500. 

The itemized budget for 1942-43 


calls for the following expenditures. 


BUDGET !TEMS 
Administration, $3,650; Instruc- 
-tion: teachers’ salaries, $49,600 and 
operation 
of school plant, $12,000; mainten- 
ance of school plant, $4,500; Aux- 
iliary agencies, $4,050 fixed charg- 
es, $2,500; capital outlay,. $25,000; 
undistributed reserve, $1,000; gen- 
eral reserve, $4,000; total proposed 
expenditures, $112,250. 

Upland school budget does not 
include the southern annex, but it 
does take in some of the county 
areas to the west and north.

lowing purchase’’ and that if the accounts are not paid, no 
more credit is permitted. 

Frankly, the purpose of the new ruling is to restrict eredit 
purchases so that more people will have more money to buy 
defegse stamps and bonds.
